BRITISH FRONT, in France, July

Tho British are following the same 
methods after the second ‘big attack 
as after the first, fortifying the posi- 
tions gained, stalking German ma- 
chine gun detachments, taking need- 
ful, tactical points and feeling their 
Way systematically, while their con- 
centrations of gunfire give no sign 
where next the infantry is going to 
act,

SOME GROUND 
FOR CRITICISM 


Premier Asquith Deals at Some 
Length With British Expedi- 


tion in Mesopotamia

LONDON, July 18—Premier As- 
quith intimated in the House of Com- 
mons today that there was some basis 
for the adverse criticism of the con- 


duct of the’ British expedition in 
Mesopotamia, After the battle of 
Ctesiphon last November, he said, 


General Sir John Nixon, who was then 


in command, telegraphed that the

“Thousands died,” one of the mem- 
bers called, 

“Later,” Mr. Asquith continued, 
“unoflicial reports were received which 
seemed to point to a very different 
state of affairs, and a commission was 
appointed to investigate the whole 
matter. A report of the commission 
was received by the government of 
India which was held until the Indian 
commander-in-chief had an vpportun- 
ity to submit his observations thereon. 
The commission reported that every- 
thing possible was now being done.”

NO CASES INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS IN ALTA. 
OUTSIDE OF CITIES 


Two Cases Under Suspicion in Cal- 
gary—Outbreak Reported at 
Macklin, Sask,

two under suspicion in Calgary 
there are no cases of infantile 
paralysis in the province, accord- 
ing to the statement of Dr. New- 
ton, provincial medical officer of 
health yesterday, He said 
that he haa ten informed by Dr. 
Seymour, medical officer for Sas- 
katchewan, that there were some 
cases. at Macklin, on the other 
side of the provincial border, 

Dr. Whitelaw, city health offi- 
cer, states that there seems to be 
considerable doubt yet as to 
whether the child at the child- 
ren’s shelter is actually suffering 
from infantile paralysis, The 
child has been ill for a long 
while, and although there is some 
suspicion of paralysis, yet it 
would seem to be more a case of 
necentuated ricketts than any- 
thing else. 

This leaves one case reported 
from Edmonton South which has 
been diagnosed as a true case of 
infantile paralysis. 


STONY INDIANS 
CROWN THE DUKE 
CHIEF OF TRIBE 


Red Men Pay - Striking Tribute of 
Loyalty to Governor-General 
at Banff 


When His Royal Highness the Duke 
of Connaught leaves Canadian shores 
to set foot on English soil again he 
will do so as the chief of a great In- 
dian people, the Stony tribe. Amidst 
ereat demonstrations of loyalty and in 
the presence of several hundred peo- 
ple, Ch Geo, McLean on behalf of 
his tribe crowned the late Queen Vic- 
toria’s son with the Indian head-dress 
of the Stony braves at the Banft athle- 
tic grounds on aSturday afternoon, at 
their annual celebration, The event 
this year prefixed the usual date, the 
hangs being due to the presence ‘n 

tanit of the Royal party—and it was 
ihe wish of His Majesty's loyal Stony 
subjects to do honor to his Royal 
Highness ere his departure for the 
motherland, 

Lieut,-Governor Present. 

Prior to this unique and_ historic 
function the Stony tribes wearing their 
picturesque costumes of vivid hue and 
‘mposing feathered head-dress  par- 
vded the town. At four o'clock the 
roya!t party, with whom sat Hts Honor 
the Lieut.-Governor of Alberta, who 
went down to bid au revoir to Canada’s 
retiring Governor-General, were driv- 
en to the Banff athletic grounds 

It was here that Chief Geo, McLean 
read the ad¢ s to His Royal High- 
veee in the t ve latimuage or the 
tribe, Rev. D>. MeDougall interpreting 
the following sentiments of loyalty: 

“This is a great day for the Stony 
Indlans, because we are making «4 
great chief of a great man, I isa 
pleasure to us to have such a notable 
personage with us, more particularly 
because he is the son of the late 
(Jueen Mother whom the Stony Indians 
loved, and also because he is a greet 
man himself, We are content and sitt- 
{efied to prosper under the British 
crown, and we assure His Royal High- 
ness, the Duke of Connaught, of our 
everlasting loyalty. 

Dons Indian Head-Dress, 

It was then that the Indian head- 
dress of the Stony tribe was placed or 
His Royal Highness, making the Duke 
of Connaught chief of the Stonys. He 
was also presented with other hand- 
rome parting gifts from these loyal 
redmen. They were a beautiful er- 

nine cont black with muny tails— 
und a pair of beaded trousers, 

His Royal Highness responded with 
rracious courtesy, expressing his de- 
ght with the kindness of his friends 
the Stony Indians. 

Following the presentation the R.w, 
W.M.I. gave an exhibition of rough

DENIES CHARGES OF RECRUITING 
OFFICERS 
aditor, The Bulletin: 

Sir,—Your morning issue of this 
date contains a report of a conference 
of recruiting officers held in the city 
yesterday which report states: 


‘Strong allegations wero made 
about the government to the effect 
that not only were a lot of young 
single men being employed at the 
Parliament Buildings, but that when 
a man left to join a single man was 
put in his place, also that no pre- 
ference was given to returned sol- 
diers, It was stated that something 
like three or four hundred single 
men were still in government ent- 
ploy in the city, and it was time that 
something was dene in the matter. 


To anyone acquainted with the facts 
this statement is so palpably absurd as 
to need no contradiction, and 1 feel 
sure that whoever made it did se 
thoughtlessly and without  investiga- 
tion, but as a matter of justice to the 
Civil Service I feel that the real facts 
should be published, as such a state- 
ment, however incorrect, when made 
by apparently responsible parties, is 
apt to be accepted by the public as 
correct unless the truth is made known 

It is stated that there are between 
three and four hundred singie men 
employed, whereas the total number 
of men in all branches of the govern- 
‘nent service in the city does not great- 
ly exceed four hundred and of this 
number there are only about sixty-five 
unmarried, and the great majority of 
these single men are either physically 
unfit or are beyond the age limit for 
enlistment, These figures are not 
ruessed at but have been carefully as- 
certained, In addition to this I would 
point out that eighty-eight men have 
enlisted from the Civil Strvice in Ed- 
monton, or over twenty-one per cent 
of the whole staff. The statement that 
single men are given employment — in 
place of those who have enlisted I 
find to be absolutely without founda- 
tion and there is no question but that 
returned soldiers receive preference 
‘wherever a vacancy occurs, such being 
the instructions of the government.

Editor Bulletin: 

The scale of pensions recomme ended 
by the parliamentary committee and 
adopted by the Dominion government 
does not reflect any credit upon the 
parties concerned, and should not be 
entertained by the people of Canada 
for any greater length of time than it 
would take to write out a new one, 

What we want is a universal pension 
tor all men alike, It matters not what 
soldiers garb he may wear—whether 
a brigadier-general or a private in the 
rear rank—one is of no more value to 
the country than. the other. The rani 
and file do the work and they are the 
men that should be paid. 

Thousands of the privates in these 
ranks are men of greater ability im 
every way than the men wearing the 
officer's garb; many have = secrificed 
more financially to do their bit) than 
any ofticer in their battalion. 

We want cvery disabled Canadian 
soldier paid sufficient money in pen- 
salon yeaily lo pay his board and puy 
nim sufticient wearing apparel to keep 
him comfortable during his life-time. 

We do not want large salaries paid 
«oO men, much more than they could 
earn with all their faculties unimpair- 
ed, as is proposed by the present scaic 
to officers, 

We 406 not want a disabled soldier 
to feel that he is a burden upon his 
friends. It is up to the Dominion 
government to provide him = with all 
that is necessary if it takes the total 
income of the country to do it; and to 
see that the central powers pay it in 
the end. As to paying pensions to of 
ficers’ children from $6 to $10 per 
month as is now proposed-—is it sup- 
posed that a private soldier's children 
ore not worth as much to the country 
as those of an officer? 

Bear in mind it is the working peo- 
ple that make all countries; the re- 
mainder of the population is of the 
same value to the country that a bar- 
nacle is to a ship,

Court of Criminal Appeals Dis. 
misses Application Against 
Sentence of Death 


London, July 18-—Without hearing 
the attorneys for the crown, the court 


of criminal appeal today dismissed Sir 
Foger Casements ‘appeal from the ver- 


/ dictoof the Lower Court which found 


him guilty of treason for which Vis- 
count Reading, the Lord Chief Justica, 


‘pentenced him to death, 


Argued Day and Half. 

For a day and a half Alexander Sul- 
livan Sir Roger's counsel, argued be- 
tore the court, quoting many authort- 
ties In favor of his contention that the 
offense of treason depended upon whe- 
ther the accused dwelt under the pro- 
tection of the King and that the crime 
could not be “ommitted without the 
He abendoned his other points 
in regard to the Lord Chief Justice's 
definition of the offense. 

As soon as Mr. Sullivan had con- 
cluded his arrument the. court retired 
to consider whether the attorneys for 
the crown would be called on to reply. 
It soon decided to the contrary, which 
indicated that the appeal had gone 
against Sir Roger, who wes present 
curing the argument and when judg- 
ment was given. 

May Appeal to Lords. 

A further appeal to the House of 
Lords is possible only if the attorney 
general gives a certificate that the de- 
cision of the court of criminal appeal 
involves a point of law so exceptionally 
important it is in the public interest 
that a still higher court should deal 
with it. This has been done only twice 
since the court of criminal appeal was 
established eight years aro, 

Justice Darling in delivering the 
judgment expressed the indebtedness 
of the court to Mr, Sullivan for his, 
well considered and well 
arguments, as the justice characterized 
them ,adding that they were worthy of 
the best traditions of thie King's courts, 
but he declared that they had beon 
answered by the attorneys of the crown 
ut the first trial. 

Attorney Michaocl Francis Doyle, »f 
Philadelphia, of counsel for Sir Roger, 
declared today that it was improbable 
that the attorney-general would cer- 
tify the case for appeal to the House 
of Lords, as the appeal court dd aot 
consider it necesary to bear argument 
tor the government. 

Powerful influences are working for 
D reprieve, said the attorney, and 
there were strong hopes of one being 
granted. 

Hail Does Damage.—Damage esti- 
mated at 75 per cent. was done to 
crops along the Wetaskiwin branch of 
the C. P. R. by the hail storm of Sun- 
day night. A stretch of country, ten 
miles long and about a mile and on2- 
half wide, south of the C, P. R, line 
through Killam, Lougheed and Sedye- 
wick, was hardest hit by the storm 
and in some parts reports have been 
received that the destruction was 
complete,

SOUTH DEVELOPING | 
AT A RAPID RATE 


Camrose and Stettler Very 
Optimistic, 


The crops in the Edmonton district 
P. Edmonton-Tofield 
branch of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway are progressing during the, 
hot weather at a remarkable rate. 
Grain in the Deville district on many 
of the surrounding farms is over 3 
feet in height and fully headed out. 
Wheat in this district has done ex- 
ceptionally well for the past three 
years, the soil appearing to be peculi- 
erly adapted to wheat . 

Farmers in the Deville district are

NEW HUNGARIAN 
PARTY TO DEMAND 
INSTANT PEACE 


Count Karolyi’s Peace Party 


Starts With 75 Parliament 


Members Enrolled 
London, July 18—Count Micnaei 


Karolyi has resigned from the presi- 
dency of the Hungarian Independent 
party, according to a Budapest dis- 
patch to the Morning Post, and will 
form a new party, which will demand 
immediate peace between Hungary 
and its enemies, with or without the 
consent of Germany and Austria. 
Count Karolyi'’s peace party, the dis- 
patch added, will start with a mem- 
tership of seventy members of the 
Hungarian parliament, 

Count Karolyi caused a sensation 
in the Hungarian parliament in De- 
cember, 1915, when he demanded that 
the government should make peace 
proposals to the enemy powers, The 
Eudapest correspondent of the Lon- 
con Post quoted Count Karolyi as con- 
tending that Hungary had achieved 
everything she desired by the war had 
saved the country from invasion and 
had preserved the monarchy and the 
throne, and that the Hungarians be 
a perfect right to come forward with 
their claims for compensation, He 
argued further that the political unity 
of the Hungarian nation should be re- 
cognized; that all the attributes of a 
national state, as well as economic in- 
dependence, should be granted, and 
that, above all, peace should be re- 
stored. 

“We have given proof enough of 
our physical courage,” Count Karolyi 
is quoted as saying, “Now we have to 
show our moral courage."

There are many possibilities of 
such an interpretation, of which the 
following have occurred to the writer: 


(a) Section 24 allows a clergyman 
to keep 10 gallons of wine for 
gacramental purposes. . Thia must 
imply the right to give the wine for 
such purposes, and therefore certain 
sections of the act are modified to 
that extent. In view of the fact that 
section 33, is, as you say, a special 
section, it 1s probable that it not 
over-ridden by section 24. 


(b). Section 24 allows the keeping 
of the wine for sacramental pur- 
poses, but stipulates that it shall not 
be consumed as a beverage, BSacra- 
mental purposes include the drink- 
ing of the ree as a beverage, #0 
that it is possfble to argue that tho 
words “sell or give” in section 33 do 
not apply to sacramental use, 

(c) The most probable judicial in- 
terpretation would appear to follow 
the line of the English cases relating 
to clubs, Under the English lcens- 
ing act it has been held that the 
supply of liquor by a club to a mem- 
ber in return for money is not a 
sale because the member. has a cer- 
tain interest in the Hquor before it 
is suplied to him, A church member 
receiving the sacrament would be in 
exactly the same position, y

Daddie of All.in the Harness Rac- 
ing Game Dies as Result of 
Injuries at Cleveland 


Telegraphic despatches received in 
Rdmonton told of the accident to Pon 
Geers, the veteran horseman, who was 
thrown from his sulky in a practice 
brush at North Randall track, but

that he died as a result of his injuries, 
He struck a harow, was thrown from 
his sulky, and fell under the feet of 
a horse, 

His death, together with that of H. 
M. Savage, removed two of the best 
known characters of the harness rac- 
ing game. Their death, coming with- 
in a few hours of that of Dan Pateh, 
the greatest of all narness horses, 
forms a rather peculiar conincidence, 

Pop Geers was seventy years of age, 
and was to have taken part in the 
grand circuit meeting which {is being 
held in Cleveland this week. 

The “Daddy” of all American rein- 
men, “Pop Geers, who has seen 39 
years’ of service in driving trotters 
and pacers, was the most unique figure 
in the light harness racing game and 
the best known trotting and pacing 
man in the United States. He had 
never driven a race horse a mile in 
2:00 flat, but this year hoped to ac- 
complish that feat with Napolean 
Direct, 

Recently compiled statistics show 
that Ed. Geers has won more than 
$1,000,000 in purses and stakes since 
he drove his first race on the grand 
circuit, No other driver of trotting 
horses has equalled this record, says 
an cpert. 

Now that syndicate stables are the 
thing, it is not unlikely that some day 
some one will win more money than 
Geers has won, but now that his long 
ea s ended the verdict of horse- 
men will be that take him all in all, 
we shall not look upon his like again,
